The cow State of Idaho has an area of 


36,294 miles. As a producer of valuable 
uetals, she baa a record of having pro- 
meed since 1862 about §158,000,000. Lost 
.•ear nearly $11,000,000 in gold and silver 
•urns out of her mines, and one county 
Uone produced $5,500,000 in lead.

"Tha largest and least known scope of 


arining couutry on the Pacific slope," i- 
tha way this undeveloped portion of Idaho 
has been described.

prairie.

ish ng root, a kind of wild prairio potato 
whioh grows in abundance.

*hich a wagon lias never passed, The 
Idaho delegato went to Washington several 
years ago, with a proposition that tho 
aenf-rnl government should authorize tho 
Territory to appropriate $50,000 to con- 
struct a wngon road across the region, 
fhe difficulties to be snruiountb.l were 
idmittedly brijoad the people's meaus to 
overcome.

The;- got up a movement to annex 
themselves to Washington or Montana, 
tuey didn't oare which. Thry came to 
Congress with a mamorial st-tting forth 
that nature had eviiiai.tly nevir intended 
the Panhandle to bo a part of Idaho. A 
bill waa introduoeci to chop up the wholi 
Tertitory and apportion it out to Washing 
ton, Nevada, Ufcih and Wyoming.

the Territorial pride became aroused 
Since then Stitehood movement set in anc 
there has been no more talk o£ dismember 
m-nt and annihilation of Idaho. 


As early as the '60s tho gold washers

half the floor ascends about 1 in 1,000, 
and for the second half of the journey it 
descends at an incline of 1 in 40. There 
are two main shafts, one 318 feet and 
the other 290 feet deep, which were sunk 
in order to facilitate the construction of 
the tnnnol. 


The chief obstacle to progress arose 


from tho flooding of the tunnel at more 
than one point. A large spring was cut, 
and the water flooded the shaft on the 
Candahar side to the depth of 180 feot. 
It took ten weeks to pump out the water, 
and in the western heading as much as 
500 gallons a minute were constantly 
rushing out of the west mouth. In order 
to overcome this difficulty a side cutting 
had to be made. The magnitude of the 
work is testified to by the banks of shale 
and rock at the mouths of tho tunnel 
and at the pitheads, which are said to be 
quite altering tho landscape in places. 
One curioua discovery rnado during the 
progress of the work, as the result of an 
investigation into the cause of certain 
mysterious explosions, was that it was 
proved that "combustion had arisen in- 
side a case of blasting gelatine."

Another Drug Abomination to Bo Avoided. 


Exalgine ia the name of a new drug 


similar in composition to antipyrin and 
antifebrin, which has lately been the ob- 
ject of much laudation for its energy as 
a pain killer. Neuralgias of all lands, 
wherever located, are generally dispelled 
by its use in about half an hour at the 
outside. Frequently the pain does not 
return, and the cure is permanent, but 
sometimes there may be a relapse and 
further doses are necessary. Exalgine, 
however, has been engaging the atten- 
tion of Dr. Bardet and Dr. Dujardin- 
Beaumetz, two French physicians who 
havo been making an investigation into 
the therapeutic qualities of this sub- 
stance. While they agree as to the ac- 
tivity of the drug in destroying pain, the 
doctors are equally unanimous in their 
opinion as to the danger of its use. The 
new pain killer is a powerful poison as 
well as a sedative, and its action affects 
the brain, giving rise to violent convul- 
sions like those of epilepsy. The moral 
of the findings of MM. Bardet and Du- 
jardin-Beaumetz is that it ia better to 
endure pain than to resort to tho use of 
so dangerous a drug to assuage it.—Jour- 
nal of Health.

A New Clock for Kaco Courses. 


E. M. Johnson, sheriff of Keokuk 


county, la., has invented and patented a 
horse timer which ho believes will be- 
come very popular on race courses. The 
dial is about threo feet in diameter, and 
its divisions and subdivisions are marked 
with sufficient distinctness to be seon 
from any part of the ordinary grand 
stand. 


The markings divide the circumfer- 


ence of the dial into minutes, seconds, 
half seconds, quarter seconds, eighth sec- 
onds and sixteenth seconds. Tho hands 
may be stopped or started instantane- 
ously by touching a button at the back 
of the case. Tho minute hand makes 
one revolution in twelve minutes, and 
the second hand makes a revolution in 
one minute. Both may be turned to the 
starting point instantly and easily. The 
escapement is a half second beat.—Jew- 
elers' Weekly. 


An Electric Storm.

great electrical storm, which was not at- 
tended by loss of lif e, though telegraph 
and telephone instruments were burned 
out and some damage was done to prop- 
erty.
